Report of Board of Health. 


To THE SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF EPPING: 


_ The time for annual reports of the doings of your official ser- 
vants has come once again, and it is fitting that you should know 
for what your money has been expended, and if you are getting a 
proper return therefor. The Health Department is of the greatest 
importance, and, if rightly administered and properly used, will do 
much toward keeping the people well, and saving the waste of 
capital that follows in the wake of sickness as sure as loss is inev- 
itable when the fire fiend gets in his destructive labor. You have a 
right to the best service of your Health Board, not only in abating 
nuisances, but as counsel to point out the best way to arrange your 
sanitary affairs, and you should keep in touch with your health 
officers ; for, are they not liable at any time to be called into any 
one of your families, take entire charge of its ordinary affairs, cut 
them off from all intercourse with their fellows, even to surrounding 
the dwelling with armed quarantine? Any complaint, written or 
verbal, will be investigated and the remedy applied if possible. 
Each succeeding Legislature adds to its duties, and we trust our 
citizens will take no offence if some day their children come home 
to be vaccinated, sent home by the teacher, or are refused admis- 
sion to the schools without the proper certificate. 

The recent case of small-pox in a neighboring town should 
admonish the people not vaccinated in the last five years, to be 
vaccinated or revaccinated as the need may be. 

The Board have held monthly meetings the second Tuesday of 
each month since May, and hope to hold weekly meetings another 
year at the town hall to receive and act upon complaints and 
attend to all needed business. No case of contagious disease re- 
quiring quarantine has been reported to the Board the past. year 
and but few typhoid cases have appeared in the town. The usual 
dead animal and out-house nuisances have been attended to, one 
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case of personal unsanitary condition investigated, and two com- 
plaints of the offensive smell from the gasolene engine at the 
shoe factory have been looked after and it is promised that this 
shall be remedied. | 

A station has been established by the board in connection with 
the state laboratory where mailing cases can be had by our physi- 
cians, so that any suspected case of diphtheria, malaria, phthisis or 
typhoid can be speedily determined with as little expense as- pos- 
sible. 

As the State law requires local Health Boards to attend to all 
cases needing fumigation and disinfection, the Board of Health 
would ask for a special appropriation of fifty dollars ($50) to enable 
them to purchase the necessary apparatus, and at the same time 
give them a small emergency fund to draw on, as it is not always 
convenient or possible to reach the Selectmen when a sudden call 
arises. ¢ 

Thanking the people of Epping for their considerate treatment 
heretofore and requesting a continuance of the same in the future, 
we would respectfully submit this, our annual report.

_ Superintendent's Report, 


To THE: SCHOOL BoaRD: 


Gentlemen:—My first annual report as Superintendent of Schools 
follows : 

While the limitations of this report will not permit of too much 
detail, I feel that the schools demand serious and thoughtful con- 
sideration in order to intelligently understand the conditions exist- 
ing and the aims and purposes of the school management. 

I shall, therefore, endeavor to present you with as clear and brief 
a description of the state of your schools, and of what has been 
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attempted to improve them as space will allow. My first im- 
pression was not that there was a lack of interest in school affairs, 
but that the interest was deep and of rather a diverging char- 
acter, a condition which could not contribute to the best progress. 

This impression has been decidedly changed, for I believe all 
differences of opinion as to ways and means have been modified, 
so that there exists today an earnest desire to manage the schools 
so as to raise them to a high standard. It was apparent from my 
first visit to your schools that there was a lack of uniformity and 
definite aim in the work being done. ‘The course of study existing 
was being followed very imperfectly or not being followed at all. 
The frequent changes of teachers in the country schools would tend 
to make this true. The village schools also were not in line with 
the best system and methods to obtain satisfactory results. Too 
little time was given to some subjects and more than necessary to 
others. 

Little or no attention was being given to language and grammar 
and United States history in several grades. It seemed plain that the 
thing to do first was to revise the old course of study or adopt a new 
one. Acting upon this conviction a new course, covering 13 years 
and grades (including the High School course of four years), was 
prepared and adopted. If the school year could be established for 
at least 36 weeks, and close adherence to the course of study be 
given through eight years’ work, the ninth year’s work could be 
eliminated from the course without injury to the child’s develop- 
ment and with a positive gain of a year in time. Our most ad- 
vanced educators say eight years is sufficient to prepare for High 
School, but “me and systematic work are necessary to make this 
preparation. | 

We immediately set about getting ready for the new course. 
The discorrelated condition of the work in the different subjects 
made it necessary to give extra attention to some branches and 
diminish the work in others, in order to unify the work for system- 
atic grading. At the close of the spring term, questions on all 
regular studies were submitted to all pupils in town above the 
primary grades. Upon the result of these examinations and the 
judgment of the teachers we fixed the’ grades and made the promo- 
tions for the fall work. ae Rack 
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We now have in force a continuous course of study covering a 
period of 12 or 13 years, the satisfactory completion of which will 
prepare for college. The old idea of dividing into Primary, Inter- 
mediate, Grammar and High school periods should give place to a 
continuous progress from year to year to the end of school life. 

Special attention is called to the outline appended to this report. 
Its purpose is to place before the children a graded course of 
average requirement, so as to secure uniformity in studies and class 
work, and aid teachers to get the best possible results. A careful 
consideration of the needs of the schools has been made, and 
experienced educators and the courses of several towns and States 
have been consulted to aid in its preparation. It has been our aim 
to correlate the work so that nothing shall be neglected in any 
grade, but that the child shall be evelOhed from all sides as fast as 
possible. 

The child is the centre of all teaching. ‘“Teach children not sub- 
jects,” give them power to do by wise training. The work of the 
first two or three years is largely oral ; the text books are not placed 
in the hands of the pupils until the fourth or fifth year, especially 
the geographies, grammar and histories. Four years of grammar 
and geography text book study and three of United States history 
are sufficient. 

“Good reading is the key to good scholarship.””’ We must give 
great attention to reading. . 

Drawing should find a place in our course. Beside the drill in 
connection with other studies, lessons in form, color, designing, etc., 
should be given through the course. 

Of no less importance is the subject of vocal music. ‘The town 
that does not give its children the opportunity to learn the rudi- 
ments of music in these days is hardly meeting its obligations. 

“The moral instruction of the child is the highest duty imposed 
upon the teacher.’’ Special attention should be given to the gen- 
eral lessons in the course ; these lessons should involve stories from 
United States history, conversational lessons on the human body, 
etiquette, cleanliness, obedience, respect, chastity, manners and 
morals, and nature study, especially in the lower grades. 

The future of Epping High School needs more than a passing 
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notice. The recent laws governing High School privileges in the 
State make the problem of maintaining a High School in the 
smaller villages.and towns a perplexing one. ‘The intent of the 
law is good, but it affects Epping peculiarly. The conditions neces- 
sary to place Epping High School upon the approved list are all 
met excepting the “¢wo deachers” clause. As-it stands you are 
maintaining a High School in town at an expense of $700 to $800, 
also paying tuition for several students who are attending similar 
schools elsewhere. ‘This state of affairs should not be. All town 
students should attend Epping High School unless they pay their 
own tuition, or the High School should be discontinued and the 
town meet its obligation according to the recent law. Space will 
not permit of a discussion upon the merits or demerits of either 
course in this report. The matter should be given careful consid- 
eration at your next school meeting. A revised course of study 
was put into operation at the beginning of the school year, Sep- ~ 
tember, and excellent work is being done in the two classes, along 


approved lines. 
SCHOOLS AND SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


After due deliberation it was decided to consolidate the three 
schools at the east part of the town, known as North River, Hed- 
ding and Red Oak Hill schools, and secure an experienced teacher. 
Accordingly the most of the children properly belonging to these, 
schools were brought together at Hedding. ‘This has-proved suc- 
cessful from an educational and economic point of view. A better 
school has been maintained at a much less cost. There should be 
only one school in that section of the town. It may seem best to 
‘occupy the North River building for the spring term. At the 
opening of the schools in September, it seemed wise to make sev- 
eral changes in the location of grades. Acting upon this judgment 
the ninth grade was put into the High school room, there being 
only two regular High school classes, numbering rr students. This 
left two grades, numbering 15 pupils, in the grammar room. ‘The 
intermediate room opened with 63 pupils in three grades. The next 
move was to transfer the sixth grade to the grammar room. 

This arrangement distributed the pupils and work more equably, 
and has worked well. ‘This cannot be done again, and the question 
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is, what shall we do with our primary promotions next September. 
Right here I wish to suggest that there should not be two primary 
schools doing the same work. It would be much better to class all 
first year pupils together; the same with second year pupils, and 
soon. To illustrate: As the schools now number, all first and 
second year pupils could be accommodated in the South Primary 
building, under the same teacher, all the third grade or year 
pupils in the other primary room. Such an arrangement would 
approach more nearly to a graded school system. 

Your school buildings in the main are in fair condition. The build- 
ing at Hedding, although rather the worse for age and size, has been 
made quite attractive with the aid of paint, paper and shades, the 
work of teacher and pupils. About 40 volumes of school library 
books were obtained for the school, also by teacher and pupils. 

I wish to call attention, especially, to the water closet facilities 
of the Intermediate and South Primary buildings. For sanitary 
and moral reasons they should be given immediate attention. 


TEACHERS AND TEACHERS’ MEETINGS. 


In accordance with the law a public examination for teachers’ 
certificates was held early in July. Only five of the teachers took 


the examination. For this and other reasons it became necessary | 


to select several new teachers for the schools in September. 

The selection of suitable teachers for the various schools is a 
matter of great importance. Not all teachers are adapted to the 
same school, neither can all schools be successfully taught by the 
same teachers. Even with extreme care there are likely to be 
misfits. : 

It has been our aim to select thoroughly competent teachers, 
those who have been professionally trained or had successful ex- 
perience. In no occupation in life should there be greater care 
exercised than in the teaching of the children. Two meetings of 
our Teachers’ Club have been held each’term. Methods of teach- 
ing and problems in school management have been carefully con- 
sidered. Reading, arithmetic, geography and grammar have been 
taken up with interest and profit. All teachers have manifested a 
strong desire to excel in service.

SCHOOL LAW. 


I recommend that extracts from the state school law relating to 
truancy and the employment of minors be inserted in this report. 

Sec. 14, Chap. 93 (as amended by Chap. 60, Session Laws, rgor), 
relates to attendance. 

Sec. 10, rr and 13 of same chapter relate to employment of 
minors. ; 

In order to accomplish the ends sought in relation to the public 
schools of Epping, let me urge the necessity of establishing a school 
year of at least 36 weeks. ‘The work outlined cannot be done we// 
in less time. 

I also recommend that the year be divided into terms something 
as follows: ‘The Fall term to begin the second Monday in Sep- 
tember and continue 15 weeks (or until the Friday before Christ- 
mas), followed by a vacation of two weeks, a second term of 10 
weeks, to be followed by a vacation of three, and a third term of 
11 weeks. ‘This arrangement would avoid injurious interruption, 
and bring the vacations when most needed, also help to secure and 
retain better teachers. 

In conclusion, I wish to acknowledge the pleasure with which I 
have endeavored to perform my duties in yourcommunity. What- 
ever of success that may have attended my efforts is largely due to 
the earnest co-operation and response of the teachers to my sug- 
gestions, the wise counsel of the School Board and the kind sym- 
pathy of many patrons of the schools.
